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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on 11/12/2009, the examiner has carefully 
considered the amendments. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Amendment, filed 11/12/2009, with respect to 
claims 1-12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-12 under 
35 USC 1032(a) as being unpatentable over Sandip et al (Int. J. of Polym. Mat., vol 53(12), 
pages 1061 to 1070) in view of Gilles et al (CH 6793102) has been withdrawn. Sandip et al 
differs from the instant invention in that Sandip et al fails to set forth using olefinically 
unsaturated monomers (C) as a component in the reaction product of a binder, wherein a mass 
fraction of at least 10% of the monomer C is an olefinically unsaturated acid. Gilles et al fails 
remedy the deficiencies of Sandip et al. Therefore it is deemed the binder as set forth in claim 
1, the process of obtaining said binder as set forth in claim 7, and the method of using said 
binders in radiation curable coatings (claim 1 1 ) is distinguished over the prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, alone 
or in combination, fails to set forth and/or fairly suggest binders comprising the reaction product 
ABCDE as set forth in instant claim 1 .
